The Mob Took Him From a Cellar Where 

He Had en Secreted by Officers After 
Having Been Bound Over by the Jus- 
tice of the Peace at Manchester—Boun4, 
Piasced Ine Wagon and Driven Piead- 
ing for Meroy to the Place of Exe- 
cution. 


VALLEY PARK, Jan. 17.—The body of 
John Buckner, a negro ravisher, bung sus- 
pended at a rope's end beneath the span of 
the county briige over the Meramec River 
at daybreak this morning. Early train 
crews) passing Valley Park saw the corpse 
swinging with the wind and knew that 
swift retribution had been dealt out for the 
most fendish double criminal assault in the 
history of St, Louis County. 

Crime has been rampant in that vicinity 
for some time past andthe community was 
aroused. John Buckner’s crime was the 
brand that set public sentiment ablaze. 
Within twelve hours after the commission of 
hisawful deed he paid the penalty at the 
rope’send. His executioners were 25 (cit!- 


put through at 
crowd which at the first was rampant 


for his lite was now talking about 
allowing the law to take its course. By 10 
o clock the town was quiet only afew men 
stood around and discussed what ought to be 
| done. 

THE SIGNAL. 

At midnight the crowd had dispersed and 
not a soul was in sight. Two hours later alight 
appeared in one of the saloons. It was the 
signal and a few minutes later a 
few ‘horsemen reined in front. 
Nobody asked any ‘questions and the 
subject of lynching was not mentioned. 
Three-quarters of an hour later twenty-five 
men hac assembied, some on mules, some on 
horses and five in a spring wagon, Some- 
body said that being as they were going on 4 
bad expedition it might be well to tie hand- 
kerchiefs over the lower portion ot the face 
to keep the cold off, and this 
was done. The crowd represented 
about the best citizens of the South- 
west section of the county. Their leader had 
been selected four hours before, and the 
solitary horseman had told them where the 
brute was confined, The twenty-five men 
represented ten times that namber,and each 
man knew what he dad to do. The men of 
Valley Park did not come out to see them 
off, but ughts in various houses showed 
they knew what was going to be done. 
Shortly before 8 o’tlock the leader an- 
nounced that Manchester had been heard 
from and that the hour to (start had arrived. 
The procession then started. The wagon 
which was to take the negro from Man- 
chester to the scene of his crime bad gone on 
a few minutes before and at 8:30 the crowd 
of horsemen were, at Manchester. 
The house where Buckner was 
confined was pointed out to 
them an after demanding admittance from 
the guard who had him in charge, the crowd 
broke inthe doors. Three heavy oak doors 
had to be gone through, but these crumbled 
away against the force of the crowd, being 
torn from their hinges. When the cellar was 
reached the negro was tound crouched in a 
corner. The guard protested, and was told 
that it he attempted to interfere he would 
he shot. lie claimed the right to defend his 
prisoner, and upon attempting to make a 
stand against the crowd was disarmed and 
thrown aside. The wretch was then dragged 
up stairs and placed in the wagon. He 
begged piteously for mercy and claimed that 
he had not accomplished his purpose on Miss 
Harrison, although he had on Mrs. Mun go. 
This failed to have any effect as 
several of the crowd were negroes who

He knocked her down, dragged her 
into theitimber and asesaulteagher. Then 
be went back to the Harrison farm‘ 
found no one at dome but Miss Alice, the 
beautiful 19-year-old daughter of his em- 
ployer. He watched for an opportunity. 
She went into an out building and he fol- 
lowed, breaking in the locked door. This time 
be met with the terrible resistance 
ofa frensied women.

arrived at 4:30. On the way a short parley 
of the leaders was held ana the plans for the 
hanging were agreed upon. The men 
changed places in the wagon, and when they 
met the few residents who had waited 
up to see ethe finale, they 
were told to stay back. The party divided 
and ten men were sent ahead to the front of 


the county bridge and five stayed behind the 
wagon. The wagon moved toward the cen- 
ter and when the second cross beam from the 
north side was-reached it stopped. 

SOREAMED FOR MEDBP. 

The brute was asked if he had anything to 
say, and for the first time realising 
that the mob meant business, broke 
Gown and screamed for help. Two 
of the five men who had 
been delegated to officiate as his execution- 
ersthrew their arms around his neck and 
choked his cries. A third drew the coll of 
rope tight around his neck and bound it se- 
curely to the cross beam and the upright of 
the bridge. The five then picked him up 
andthrew him over the rallof the bridge. 
Ten feet of rope had been allowed for the 
drop, and the wretch’s last scream was 
choked off before it was fairly uttered. Th 
body shot down, checked up and rebounded 
half way back againand swung practically 
lifeless. The only light was that cast by a 
couple of railroad lanterns borrowed from 
Frisco and Missouri Pacific trainmen, many 
of whom reside at Valley Park. When the 
body was thrown over the bridge 
not a man at either end 
moved. After waiting five minutes the 
body was hauled up to see if life wasjextinct ; 
a roll ot the negro’s eyes showed that he 
still lived and it was lowered again. For a 
quarter of an hour it hung before the mob 
Gispersed. Somebody suggested that they 
ll it with lead, but this was set down upon, 
and after it was settled the rope would not 
break and he was done for the crowd 
moved to the north side of the 
bridge and somebody swunga lantern down 
to show those in the dark that the job was 
over.

Men came out of 
houses and the affair was talked about. 
Somebody had reported that a man had com- 
mitted suicide at the feounty bridge, and at 
daylight nunateas gathered to see the 
figure of Ruckner as it 
swaying to and fro trom the beams of the 
bridge. Lynchers stood in the crowd and 
chattered about it and laughed. Friends of 
the girlhe had attempted to criminally as- 
sault and of the colored woman he had crim- 
inally assaulted exulted in the act and 
pointed to it as an object lesson. Nobody 
knew who had done the deed and nobody 
cared to know. All they knew was that 
justice had been meted out. 

Men who participated in it smiled and said 
It I had . gcnown it I would have deen 
there.’’ * - 

At 2 o’clock the body still swung, waiting 
for the coroner from Clayton to cut it down. 
A verdict of suicide will be rendered ifthe 
citizens of Valley Park are placed upon the 
Coroner’s jury. 

Both the white and colored citizens of the 
vicinity indorse the action of the mob and 
are outspoken in their opinions. 


* BUCENER’S CRIME. 


The Assaults on Allie Harrison and Mrs. 
Al Mungo. 


Thecrime for which John Buckner paid 
the penalty with his life wasthe most delib- 
erately fiendish outrage that hasever marred 
the history of St. Louis County. 
About 8 o’clock yesterday afternoon he armed 
himself with a double-barréled shot - gun 
and left his home, about two miles south of 
Valley Park, on evil bent. He started 
toward the residence of William R. Harrison, 
which is located on a large farm 


abouta mile north. On the way he met an 
estimable old colored lady named Mrs. Al 
Mungoand stopped her. She knew he was 
an ex-convict, and that he had only recently 
finished a three-year sentence for criminaliy 
assaulting a young colored school teacher 
named Mary Weaver, and so divining his 
purpose asked him to kindly let her pass. He 
refused and made an insulting proposal. Then 
she begged piteously to de allowed to go 
home to her sick baby, promising not to say 
anything about his actions if he would not 
detain her. Instead of granting der 
request, however, knocked her 
down with the butt of his gun, 
dragged her into some timber near by and 
accom plished his foul purpose 
Leaving herin the timber bruised, dlee d- 
ing and almost unconscious, he continued his 
walk to the Harriron home. On carefully 
looking aboutthe place he discovered that 
Mr. Harrison's beautiful 19-year-old daugh- 
ter Alice was at home alone, He did not 
force his way into the house, but patiently 
waited until the unsuspecting "girl went into 
— of the outbuildings. Then he pounced 
pon her, tearing off the lock on the door of 
the building wherein she was to gain 
admission. When he seized her a ter- 
rible struggle ensued. The — timid 
girl nerved with the strength of Gesperation 
fought fiercely, savagely for her honor, 
while the black fiend, thoroughly enraged at 
this unexpected resistance, scratched and 
pounded her almost into insensibility, 
all the time threatening to kul her if she did 
not.give in. It is not known positively 
whether he accomplished his purpose on 
Miss Harrison or not, although he did punish 
her most brotally and unmercifally.

This morning Sophia Niekamp died at her 
late residence, 4416 North Nineteenth street, 
from the effects of burns about the face and 
arms received iast Friday night. Deceased 
was 4 years old and the mother of 
Blanche Niekamp, the 7-year-old_ girl 
who died on Saturday last from the effectsof 
burns. Mother and daughter were sitting at 
the table at their home, and the former tried 
to take a dress ot a hook onthe wall. The 
Gress caught in the burning coal oll lamp 
and turned the same over into the child’s 
lap. The child was badly burned as was also 
Mrs. Mekamp, while trying to extinguish the 
flames.

THE WATER SUPPLY. 


Commissioner Holman Says It Will Be 
Ample for the New Lake. 

„By the time the Park Lake is ready for 
water the water department will be ready 
for the Park Lake, said Water Commission- 
er Minard L. Holman last night. We were 
not adle to give the old lake the water needed 
to keep it sweet and clear, especially in mid - 
summer when it should have bad more water 
than at any other time. To Kepp wuteron 
storage in this varying climate there must 
be a depth of from 15 to 18 feet. In smaller 
ponds frequent change of all the water in 
them is necessary.’’ : 

**What new provisions will the Water De- 
partment make?’’ 

*‘*We shall be prepared to deliver all the 
water that can de needed, even in mid- 
summer. There is a six-inch pipe to 
lake no. It dralns 
the River Des Peres. I figure 
roughly that the new lake will contain a vol- 
ume of say 20,000,000 gallons of water. Now 
from Oct. I to May l there is no necessity for 
changing this water more than once. Rains, 
snow andice will keep it pure and whole- 
some, Then it will be stocked with fish, and 
fish are an aid to purification. As late as May 
we have an occasional heavy rains. A rain 
stirs up a shallow lake to its very bottom. I 
would say that three and one-half months 
would Deas long a period as we need figure 
on for frequent water changes. During this 
period all the water should be changed once 
in every two weeks. The best way to change 
itistoemploy fountains. The water is aer - 
ated and aeration purifies. The fresh water 
being colder than the water in the lake 
goes to the bottom, being heavier. 
Then it spreads out to the sides. The impure 
water is driven tothe top and runs oat of 
the lake at surface openings around the lake 
border. The six-inch pipe will supply 
water in plenty for @thejpurpose of supply; 
and drainage by clay Grain pipe may be. 
made to the River Des Peres, but the time to 
locate the drain pipes is after the lake is 
done. Then the stagnant places in the water 
can be identified and the drain openings 
placed opposite. There should be several 
drains, taking water from 
various points on its entire circumference. 
Then with a fountain flow such as we can 
give without interfering with the 
service to private consumers, the 
lake will be the most healthful spot in the 
city. 

Commissioner Holman said that here- 
tofore the pumping facilities of the 
city. had been so seriously taxed during 
the hot months, the very time when park 
lakes require thé most water, for evapora- 
tion js going on at a great rate and bottom 
vegetation !s decomposing, that the city was 
obliged to turn off the park fountains much 
oftener than was desirable.

As soon as any one section of said subway is com- 
pleted, the Board of Public Improvements shall at 
once notify all owners of electric wires and cables

and placed tn sald subway, and, failing to ae so, the 
Board of Public lmprovements shall at once cause 
the same to be removed, as well as all poles holding 
Or supporting suck wires or cables. 

If Delegate Kyan’s patriotism was not

The subway 
isto be dullt in fourten-mile sections, the 
first to be completed March 1, 1894; the sec- 
ond Aug. 1. 189i; the third Jan. 1, 1895, and 
the fourth June 1, 1895, each section to be 
turned over to the city when completed.

THE BUCENER LYNOHING. 

The lynching of the negro, John Buck- 
ner, for brutal outrages committed upon 
two women yesterday at Valley Park 
brought mob law to the gates of St. 
Louis. 

Such violations of law and order as are 
represented by the hanging of this human 
brute seem inevitable. No appeal to pub- 
Ho sentiment, respect for authority 
or love of good government is strong 
enough to prevent them. The nature 
of the crime arouses passionate resentment 
in the breasts of men and urges them to 
desperate measures for the protec- 
tion of their homes and families. 
The lynching method is the worst 
method because it overthrows all the 
principles of just law enforcement and 
sound government. It is doubtful if it 
has a deterrent effect upon other brutes. 
It undoubtedly has a brutalizing effect 
upon a community. But it is 
the method seized upon by 
unreasoning mobs and it is so far indorsed 
by public sentiment that it is vain to ex- 
pect the vindication of law by the punish- 
ment of the lynchers. 

Lynch law can never be justified, but 
there is this much excuse for the lynch- 
ing of Buckner. He had been guilty 
of a double crime of the most 
cruel nature. He had fust been 
released from the penitentiary for a similar 
crime. It was natural that the 
neighbors of the outraged women 
should conclude in their horror and 
indignation that there was no 
safety for helpless women as long as this 
vicious brute lived. His death was a good 
riddance but itis a pity that the law was 
violated to accomplish it.

THE LIBRARY MUDDLE. 

In the discussion of an arrangement be- 
tween the School Board and t*e Free Li- 
brary Board for the latter’s use of the Li- 
brary Building, some of the school 
directors take a queer view of the attitude 
of the School Board toward the free li- 
brary and the public.

There 
can be no question, about Corbett’s fondness 
for work, but taking Delaney’s view of it 
there is a possibility that unless he 
lets up he may feel the effect 
of over-training during the fight, if 
there is a nght. Corbett is at it all the time 
and in addition to his regular labor of the 
day, which would make even a lusty long- 
shoreman weakenin a few hours, Jim de- 
cided to try the experiment of sprinting and 
selected Tom Tracy, the Australian boxer, to 
run him. They; had three tries ata hundred 
yards. Corbett won the fifst so handily that 
be conceded fifteen yards to the antipodian, 
who won the race just about that distance. 
Inthe third heat Corbett, allowing his op- 
ponent a start of five yards, 
succeeded in getting home first 
by a narrow margin, and it was about five 
minutes after this victory that he began to 
feel like a man who had lost his best friend. 
Delaney has shut down altogether on sprint- 
ing, towhich he has always been opposed, 
and this occurrence will give him more tosay 
hereafter of what Corbett shall do in the way 
of exercise, 
CORBETT HEAVIER. 

The San Franciscan could get ready to fight 
within forty-eight hoars. He is heavier and 
presumably much stronger, from the ap- 
pearance of his entire muscular system than 
when he stepped into the championship; and 
he expects to enter the ring at about 185 
pounds. Whether his increase in flesh and 
muscles has taken away some of his speed is 
a question many sporting men who have 
loosed him over continue to discuss.

Rome, Jan. 17.—The Cabinet yesterday dis- 
cussed the recent rioting. It is not Known 
what decision was reached, but it is evident 
that the Government is seriously alarmed at 
the situation. It is considered not at all un 
likely that the rioting will extend toother 
provinces. The present disturbances, the 
correspondent says, are solely due to the in- 
differences and negligence of the recent Cab- 


inet. The vatican is equally anxious with 
the Quirinal over the condition of affairs,and 
those nearest the Pope believe that a revolu- 
tion is at hand. 

A royal decree, signed by all the ministers, 
was issued to-day, and proclaims a state of 
siege at Massa and at Cararra. Gen. Sens¢eh, 
who has been appointed Extraordinary Com- 
missioner, has reached the disturbed 
province and has proclaimed martial law.

LONDON, Jan. 17.—Premier Crispi means to 
use a strong hand in his endeavor to success- 
fully grapple with the situation in Italy and 
Sicily and bring about financial and admin- 


istrative reforms. The land reform Dill 
which he will offer when Parliament opens 
modeled in many respects upon 
ehampioned by Mr. Gladstone 
Ireland. Agriculture in Sicily 
has had to struggle withan antiquated sys- 
tem of landholding, in which middlemen 
add to the burden of rent, and all taxation is 
sure to fall on the devoted tiller of the land 
and not on its owner. While little or nothing 
has been done to remedy this veritable dis- 
ease of agriculture, politicians have come to 
be more and more reproached by the public 
voice with flagrant jobbery and even worse. 
While the public debt is a burden already in- 
curred, and future economy seems imprac. 
ticable, any increase of taxation threatens 
to cause a revolutionary outbreak. The Gov- 
ernment monopolies, which embrace even 
salt, are already severely felt by the com- 
mon people; and they are notin a mood to 
submit to a grist-tax or some other 
similar expedient. The one cry in the 
Sicilian riots has been against the municipal 
excise. People who feast when black bread 
is plenty have called on the name of the 
King atthe sametime that they faced the 
soldiers seutoutto fire on them. In Italy 
alone has the movement of Socialist Anarcy 
extended to the peasantry. There is no 
more significant fact in recent 
economic history. Sig. Crispi will need 
something more than an army to dissolve 
the Fasci del Favoratori and others than 
municipal officers to follow his latest recom- 
menaation that they shail collect their taxes 
kindly. This great economic crisis is super- 
added to the cruel financial difficulty in 
which the nation was already involved.

SHOE AND DRY GOODS STORE BURNED. 


A Blaze on the Nanch ster Road Causes a 
Loss of $6,600. 


A fire which did over $6,000 damage occurred 
ats o’clock this morning at 5817 New Man- 
chester road.

Liszt Music by a Fupil and a Erzhms 
Symphony. 

The first orchestra concert of the present 
season of the Choral Symphony Society will

Brahms does not belong to the Wagnerian 
school, but is the legitimate successor of the 
school of Mendelssohn and Schumann. He is 
particularly Teutonic, not only in the depths 
and grandeur of his ideas, but also in the 
method of working them out.

You should indict the local newspaper correspond- 
ente whe wired sensational and grounodiess stories 
calculated tostir up mob violence especially, you 
should indict the reporter who accom fed the ir- 
responsibie erowd of law violators and with his own 
hands assisted at the murder.

The Rumor the Hawatian Ex-Queen Will 
Demand Big Damages. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 17.—The ramor 
that the Hawaiian ex-Queen will present a 
claim for damages to the United States Gov- 
ernment continues to be discussed, although 
itis pretty generally discredited. No such 
claim has been presented and there is little 
reason to doubt that the report has Deen 
officially denied by the Queen’s advisers. 

The leaders of the House say that a claim 
of this kind could never be sustained. Judge 
Holman says Congress would not listen to 
such a proposition fora moment. The claim 
could not be based on the idea that Presiden 


Cleveland and Secretary Gresham had ad- 
mitted that the Queen’s overthrow was due 
to the course oi Minister Stevens and the 
landing of United States marines, for such 
admissions cover questions of fact and would 
not be considered as binding on Congress 
when it came to setting up a claim for 
damages. 

Representative Raynor of the Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee says that the talk of a claim 
dy the Queen is preposterous. There would 
be no legal warrant for setting up a claim 
against this country for such action as it saw 
ft to take regarding a revolution in another 
country. He cites the action of the United 
States in the Greciah revolution and 
various South American revolutions as show- 
ing that the Government's action in an in- 
ternational complication cannot be made 
the basis of a claim.
